New oYrk, April 20.—The New York 
Deutsches Journal, owned by William 
Randolph Hearst, announced tonight 
that after tomorrow's issue it would 
“suspend publication as a daily and 
Sunday newspaper printed in the Ger- 
man language.”’ 

Asserting that “when war with Ger- 
many became inevitable, the New York- 
er Deutsches Journal at once unfurled 
the flag—the Stars and Stripes,”’ the 
announcement says the paper's “efforts 
in behalf of American unity and uni- 
versal democracy have been whole- 
hearted and untiring.” 

“The time has now come,’’ the an- 
nouncement concludes, “when this 
newspaper believes it should make its 
supreme sacrifice in behalf of Ameri- 
can unity.”

ALONG ENTIRE LYS FRONT 


Unable to Resume Activity 


New York, April 20.—(By Aeesetites | 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Renewal of heavy fighting is 
momentarily looked for along the west- 
ern front, not,only on the Flanders 
line, but to the south, in the Somme 
area, where the Germans made their 
bid for a quick victory last month and 
failed in their larger purpose of divid- 
ing the British and French armies at 
a single stroke. 

Reports from the front show that 
signs are not wanting that the Ger- 
mans purpose attacking again in the 
Amiens area, where this important 
railway center, the capture of which 
would badly disrupt the entente allied 
communications, is their main objec- 
tive.

Women Will Handle Local | 
Campaign All This Week, 
and They Will Do Their | 
Best to Better the Record

With half of the time of the third 
Liberty bond campaign over and only 


American, Belgian, Italian and Portu- 
guese divisions—ready mot only to 
repel the inevitable attack, but to 
strike back when the proper moment 
comes in the judgment of their unified 
high command. Apparently the allies 
have thrown in only enough of their 
reserves to hold the Germans, conserv- 
ing their strength as far as possible. 
It has been noted, however, that when 
the necessity of holding became imper- 
ative to avert disaster, the holding 
power was there to stop the enemy on- 
rush. 

In the north the enemy, after his 
bitter reverse of Thursday and Friday 
along the Givenchy-St. Venant line 
south of the Lys, apparently is paus- 
ing to organize more thoroughly for 
attacks upon Mount Kemmel, the dom- 
inating peak in the ridge zone whicn 
the British aré holding firmly south- 
west of Ypres. 

The Germans were constrained to 
maintain infantry inactivity along vir- 
tually the entire Lys front Saturday, 
after suffering the terrific losses 
which the British imposed in breaking 
up the massed enemy assaults, 

Field Marshal Haig, however, found 
himself able to take the aggressive 
Friday night and carry out an opera- 
tion which deprived .the Germans of 
even such small gains as they had 
been forced to content themselves with 
when Thursday’s battle was over. By 
this intensive British action the line 
as it stood before Thursday’s German 
attack was completely restored. 


BRITISH REPULSE 
GERMAN THRUST. 


The Germans made a local thrust 
southeast of Robecq, near the westerly 
tip of the Lys salient, but were speed- 
ily driven back by the British into Pe- 
caut wood, whence they came. 

The British apparently are expecting 
some new move by the enemy in the 
Arras region, and Friday night Brit- 
ish detachments advanced in a big 
raiding operation on a front of nearly 
a mile south of the Scarpe, near Beau- 
rains, taking prisoners. and capturing 
machine guns. 

A renewed attack here would be a 
logical proceeding for the Germans, it 
would appear, after their failure to 
gain ground by striking south from 
the Lys salient with the bending back 
of the British line south of La Bassee 
canal as one of their presumed objects. 
Such a result would have tended to 


uncover Vimy ridge from the north 
and render this cornerstone of the Brit- 
ish defensive structure in northern 
France possibly more vulnerable. 

It may well be that the enemy is 
preparing a stroke to the south of 
the coveted object with a similar end 
in view on that side. His initial at- 
tempt astride the Scarpe in the March 
drive was a costly failure, however, 
and the British line has been standing 
like a rock all the way between Vimy 
end Albert, just to the north of the 
Somme. 


FRENCH EXPECT

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" PROPOSAL TO CONSCRIPT 
| CALLED SHAMELESS 


1,500 Delegates of Trades 
Unions Pledge Resistance 
to Draft--English Labor 
Party Is Condemned. 


Dublin, Ireland, April 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Fifty-five members of 
the Irish party met here today and, 
with John Dillon presiding, unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution “that in the 
present crisis we are of the opinion 
that the highest and most immediate 
duty of the members of this party is to 
remain in Ireland, and actively co-op- 
erate with their constituents in op- 
posing the enforcement of the compul- 
sory military service in Ireland. The 
enforcement of compulsory military 
Service on a nation without its assent 
constitutes one of the most brutal acts 
of tyranny and oppression of which any 
government can be guilty. The present 
proposal of the Lloyd-George govern- 
ment to enforce conscription in Ireland 
fg an outrage and a gross violation of 
the national rights of Ireland.” 

The resolutions éontinue that the his- 
tory of the relations between the two 
countries, the ruin and decay of the 
Irish population under English domina- 
tion, and the manner in which Ireland's 
generous offer at the outbreak of the 
War was treated “cruelly intensified the 
shameless character of the present pro- 
posal.” 

In conclusilon the resolutions pledge 
the party’s influence and power to de- 
feat conscription. 

Fifteen hundred delegates to trades 
unions, meeting at the Mansion house 
today, pledged resistance to conscrip- 
tion and fixed next Tuesday as the day 
for the stoppage of all work as a 
sign of this resolve and to enable all 
workers to sign the pledge of resis- 
tance. The delegates included represen- 
tatives from Belfast, Cork, Londen- 
d@érry and Limerick. The English labor 
-party was condemned for’. supporting 
Irish conscription without Irish con- 
sent, “although they claimed in their 
Own case that English labor bodies 
should be consulted.” 


SITUATION IN IRELAND 
VERY THREATENING. 

London, April 20.—Thée grave and 
menacing situation created by the de- 
termination of nationalist Ireland, 
united as seldom before, to resist con- 
scription, has ayoused deep interest 
throughout Great. Britain. Particular 
emphasis is laid on the decision of 
the Roman Catholic heirarchy to throw 
in its lot with the Sinn Feiners, who 
have openly proclaimed Germany as 


| 


their ally. The bishops have not coun- 
selied violence, urging passive resis- 
tance, but this, Dublin correspondents 
point out, might easily be turned into 
active resistance by a few hotheads 
when the time comes to conscript the 
young men of the country. 

The pledge is to be 
tered Sunday to what one 
estimates at nine-tenths of the entire 
Catholic population of the country be- 
hinds them “to resist conscription by 
the most effective means at their dis- 
posal.” This gives wide latitude and 


pleases the advocates of both passive 


and active resistance. 

The delicacy of the situation is recog- 
nized by The Irish Times, hitherto in 
favor of conscription, Which advises the 
government and the Irish leaders. to 
“escape from the truly miserable posi- 
tion” by organizing a great voluntary 
recruiting campaign. This the newspa- 
per believes would make the enforce- 
ment of conscription unnecessary.

Mr. Harris arrived here at i o’clock 
last night on a late train, and was met 
by nearly a hundred supporters and 
admirers.

He went to Black- 
shear this afternoon, where he met ahd 
talked informally with about 1,200 peo- 
ple.

Harris tonight which was attended by 
a great many of the town people, rail- 
road men and people from the sur- 
rounding county who were unable to 
attend the speaking this morning. Mr.

Mr. Harris prefaced his attack here

With these two powers at her 
feet, Great Britain would, she thought, 
be an easy victim to her victorious army 
and navy.

ber-stamp senator is one who has con- 
fidence in the president, the command- 
er-in-chief of the army and navy, and 
would support him in all measures 
that would aid our allies and defeat 
Germany. If by standing up for such 
measures I shall be called a rubber- 
stamp senator, then I shall be proud 
of it.

ident ilson, and he fooled me into 
supporting him, believing that he 
would be loyal to the cOMmander-in- 
chief and to the country, as he prom- 
ised. His record makes me and every 
other Georgian ashamed. Not one act 
of his entire record shows a construc- 
tive accomplishment. He has in times 
past by his fair words and promises 
fooled the public and has ridden into 
office on the coattatis of stronger and 
better men. He first rode into power 
on the coattail of Thomas E. Watson, 
whose platform was to disfranchise the 
negro. What has been accomplished 
in all the years he. has been in con- 
gress towards disffanchising the ne- 
gro?” ) 
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Whisky and Negroes. 

It was pointed out that Mr. Hard- 
wick insisted that both blacks and 
whites should vote on the liquor ques- 
tion in the District of Columbia, be- 
cause “he well knew, as did every other 
representative of the whisky interest, 
that thousands of negro voters could 
be safely depended upon to stand by 
the bar-rooms and save the situation 
for the whisky men.” Senator Hard- 
wick, he said, is as bold as a lion in 
opposing our government in the prose- 
cution of this war, but he is as meek 
as a lamb and slick as an-,eel when 
the whisky interests are at stake. He 
declared that in the face of undoubted 
great good accomplished for the devel- 
opment of Georgia by prohibition, Sen- 
ator Hardwick is eager to perpetuate 
the whisky traffic. “Most of the 
breweries and a great many of the 
whisky distilleries are owned by Ger- 
mans,” said Mr. Harris. He continued: 

“After riding into congress on the 
coat-tails of Tom Watson and seeing 
that Watson's popularity was winning, 
Senator Hardwick got on the coat- 
tail of Hoke Smith, who was a candi- 
date for governor, and aftefwards de- 
nounced Tom Watson, the maker of 
Hardwick’s political fortunes, for ev- 
erything vile. 

“He next rode into power on the 
coat-tail of President Wilson, only to 
betray his trust. He was such a coat- 
tail rider that these men had to stop 
wearing long-tail cbats to avoid the 
burden. Last year Hardwick was de- 
nouncing Tom Watson and said that he 
should be quartered and executed in 
four states. The last few months he 
has been so anxious to ride on Wat- 
son’s coat-tail that Watson left the 
state for Florida to escape him. I 
make this statement advisedly—that 
without the support of Tom Watson, 
Senator Hardwick will not carry one 
county in Georgia. He has betraved 
Watson and in recent times charged 
him with bribery, but he is now de- 
pendent upon his support to carry a 
single Georgia county. So unworthy is 
Senator Hardwick’s public records that 
I shall not weary you by recounting 
all the tihngs that he has dohe against 
the wishes of the Georgia people. 

i.ttacks Hardwick’s Record.

AMERIGAN NAVY GUARDS 
WEST COAST OF FRANCE 


No Tonnage Has Been Lost on 
the Western Coast for 
Three Months. 


A French Seaport, April 20.— 
Associated Preas.)—-") have m4 "ae 
much that is fine in the way our navy 
is keeping the faith along the west 
coast of France,”’ said: James Kerney 
director for the France-America com- 
mittee of public information, “that I 
think the folks at home would like to 
know how admirably our troo and 
supply. ships are eine safeguarded. 

A French vice admiral told me that 
it was due to the great skill and co- 
operation of the American navy that no 
tonnage has been lost on this coast for 
three months. He was most enthusias- 
tic in his praise of Rear Admiral Wil- 
son, who seems to have captured all 
this part of France. The depth bomb 
listening device and hydro-airplanes in 
the hands of the Americans have con- 
quered the submarines. 

“I happened to be in a port when a 
convoy, including several big troop 
ships, formerly German liners, came in. 
I went on board some of these trans- 
ports and found the troops happy in 
admirable surroundings. I also visited 
some of the destroyers. The command- 
ers of both the ships and destroyers go 
without sleep for days at a time in or- 
der that the troops shall be safe from 
danger. 

“Not only are the troops and supply 
ships coming very fast now, but it is a 
big job guarding the entire west coast, 
which is being done in a big way.” 

Mr. Kerney is visiting all the Ameri- 
can bases along the coast and in the 
interior of France with French univer- 
sity lecturers, who desire to see for 
themselves what the Americans are do- 
ing in France and are taking films for 
reproduction at the universities and 
schools. Mr. Kerney piinded to the 
deep feeling shown by the rural Sepe- 
lation of France about America.

There will be a chorus of five hun- 
dred picked negro voices. Every ecol- 
ored church choir, the singers from all 
the colored educational institutions, 
every quartet, sextet and chorus in 
the city is being carefully tested, and 
the best singers from each are going to 
be massed on the great Auditorium 
stage to sing such music as can be 
heard nowhere outside of the south. 
For, in chorus singing, there is no one 
to approach the southern negro, and 
everyone who has heard them admits 
this fact without cavil and without 
qualification.

Washington, April 20.—Under the 
classification of men for selective draft 
Service, Provost Marshal General 
Crowder has advised the senate mili-

Colonel Dean was introduced to a 
crowd of about fifteen hundred prompt- 
ly at 2 o'clock by Judge Walter Milli- 
can, ordinary of Carroll county.

New York, April 20—The bullish 
@haracter of weather and spot advices 
stimulated buying in the cotton market 


‘today and there was a further rally of 


$2 per bale or more in prices. July 
eontracts sold up to 29.00, making a 
recovery of 1380 points from the low 
level yesterday and an advance of 65 
points from last night’s ¢glose. That 
delivery closed at 28.82, with the gen- 
eral list closing steady at a net ad- 
vance of 46 to 64 points. 

The more reactionary or bullish aver- 
age of sentiment, which had shown it- 
gelf after the early break of yester- 
Gay, appeared to have gained force 
overnight. First prices were firm at 
advance of 7 to 28 points on covering 
or fresh buying, which seemed to come 
largely from Wall street and New Or- 
leans sources. The low temperatures 
reported in the south and apprehen- 
gions that they would spread eastward 
over Sunday accounted for the relative- 
ly firm showing of late months at the 
start, but complaings of unfavorable 
crop conditions were accomplished by 
bullish spot advices from the south- 
west and near months soon firmed up. 

Th more optimistic view of the war 
situation and Washington advices 
claiming little prospect that the bill to 
fix prices would make any progress in 
congress encouraged the buying move- 
ment, while there was also bullish com- 
ment on the week-end figures showing 
a greater reduction in the world’s visi- 
ble supply than for the same week last 
year. Business was not general and 
there was some comment on the ab- 
sence of a more active demand from 
trade sources, but offerings were light 
after the heavy selling of the earlier 
week. May advanced to 29.30 and Oc- 


encouraged by the possibility of another 
cold wave in the cotton belt over Sun- 
day, by a better feeling regarding leg- 
islation, reports of continued high 
prices and heavy demand in_ cotton 
goods and rumors of an increased export 
movement out of this port.

Perhaps the most interesting item of 
domestic news this week was the opti- 
mistic statement of Chairman Gary, of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
concerning the favorable earnings out- 
look. The impression was gained that 
steel will be in a position to continue 
its generous extra dividend payments 
for some time yet. The president of 
one of the prominent independent steel 
companies also transmitted to stockhold- 
ers an encouraging statement of the 
trade outlook, although he commented 
on the inroads which wage increases 
would make in profits. These cheerful 
expressions had a salutary effect on 
sentiment, and undoubtedly accounted 
for some of the buying of the steel and 
other stocks.

New York, April 20.—(Special.)— 
Wall street, with its stock market, is 
the one place in the country where 
advance information, either good or

Here in our financial district, advances 
information is equivalent to 
That is why everybody in Wall street, 
as a habit, turns every few minutes in 
the day to one of the news tickers 
which, from 8:30 in the morning to 4:30 
in the afternoon can be found on 
sides ceaselessly, grinding out brief 
dispatches from every part of the 
world. Every news item affecting the 
railroads is carefully studied, especial- 
ly the sworn detailed comparative 
monthly statements of earnings which 


appear on the tickers immediately af-— 


ter they have been sent, as required 
by law, to the 
commission at Washington. 

From the individual 
ings statements which appear on the 
news tickers, it was plain that the 
railway returns for both January and 
February, the first two months of gov- 
ernment operation, would be 
disappointing. But despite the warn- 
ings thus received Wall street was un- 
prepared for the preliminary consoli- 
dated statement for February given 
out at Washington this week covering 
the returns of 117 different com- 
panies. 


These monthly statements start with: 


Then comes net after 
payment of ordinary operating ex- 
penses. Finally there is net income, 
which is the balance remaining after 
payment of taxes, including the war- 
tax payments, which now go to the 
government. There are just’ those 
three items, but from the detailed in- 
formation at hand from other years, 
Wall street is able to make its own 
estimates from net income on down 
thrown the income account. 

Pennsylvania Is Example. 

Take the Pennsylvania railroad for 
example. Wall street knows that for 
the full year 1917 that company took 
in $21,71,244 “other income,” that it 
paid out $26,702,067 in rentals, bond 
interest; and other “fixed charges;” 
that “dividend payments” called for 
$29,951,099. Dividing each of these items 
by twelve sand deducting the total from 
the income published by the railroads 
after payment of operating expenses 
and taxes, Well street readily can tell 
from month to month whether or not 
any individual road is earning a sur- 
plus over its monthly dividend require- 
meats.

41-2 POUNDS OF FOOD 
CONSUMED EACH DAY 
BY THE U. S. SOLDIER 


Washington, April 29.—The Ameri- 
can soldier consumes four and one-half 
pounds of foodstuffs daily, according to 
a statement made public today by the 
quartermaster’s department of the 
army. To feed a million and a half 
men it is necessary to obtain daily 
1,500,000 pounds of beef, 225,090 pounds 
of bacon, 210,000 pounds of ham, 135,- 
000 cans of tomatoes,/ 225,000 cans of 
jam and 3,000 bottles of tomato catsup, 
aggregating some 6,750,000 pounds. 

Every pound passed for consumption 
for the nation's fighting men, the state- 
ment said, is subject to the most rigid 
inspection by army expert, assisted by 
representatives of the markets and 
chemistry bureaus of the department of 
agriculture.

"HAVE BECOME RULE 


Suggestions Are Given Motor- 
Ists for Their Trip Thro’ 
Country. 


With freight equipment scarce, and 
with every one determined to give the 
- government absolute right of way on 
- our railroads, automobile drive-aways 
' are the rule instead of the exception. 
Not only are these drive-aways being 


conducted by groups of dealers, but 
prospective owners find it pleasant to 
make up a party and drive away their 
own cars. 

It would seem timely, then, to give 
a few simple instructions to these ama- 
teur pilots, some ef whom have had 
very little experience in driving at all, 
and most of whom have had no exten- 
sive experience in cross-country driv- 
ing over strange roads, especially in 
parties or squads. These suggestions 
are drawn from the experience of Mr. 
Harwell, of the Thompson Motor Car 
company, of Atlanta, Hupp distributors, 
in supervising many drive-aways in 
, the last two months. 


Make Persenal Inspection. 


First, as to the car itself. ‘Regard- 
less of the rigid inspection given cars 
before they leave the factory, each driv- 
er should assure himself by personal 
inspection that the crank case is filled 
with lubricating oil, the gasoline tank 
filled with fuel, the radiator filled with 
water and the tires properly inflated. 
If the motor is a type that lubricates 
under pressure, he should see that the 
oll gauge is registering properly. If 
the car carries a reserve compartment 
in the gasoline tank, as all cars should, 
the driver should make sure that he is 
not driving on the reserve when he 
starts out. 

Once on the road, the driver should 
rigidly refrain from driving faster than 
twenty miles an hour for the first two 
hundred miles, and faster than thirty 
miles an hour thereafter until at least 
the five hundredth mile. Nothing will 
ruin a motor quicker than driving it 
at excessive speeds when new. If there 
is a party driving away, one driver, 
preferably the most experienced, should 
be chogen as the leader, and, after the 
route has been determined, the other 
drivers should follow this driver con- 
scientiously. Cars in line should be 
driven in sight of each other, especially 
where there are many forks and turns 
in the road likely to lead stragglers 
astray. A few moments spent in wait- 
ing for the car behind at such points 
save hours spent in locating lost mem- 
bers of the party. Many pilots find 
that it saves time to carry a bag of 
ednfetti to be scattered along the right 
road at doubtful points. At night a 
ball of waste, soaked in kerosene, light- 
ed and thrown in the middle of the 
road, serves the same purpose.

Automobiles have 
never attained the position in the daily 
life of England that is the case in 
the United States. England, with her 
31,000,000 people, had. according to the 
latest available report, only 290,000 mo- 
tor vehicles, an average of only one 
car to every 107 people in the country. 
while the United States has 56,000,000 


cars, or one car to every 30 inhabitants. 

“In New York state alone,” points 
out Mr. Ackerman, “there are 400,000 
motor vehicles to its 9,113,514 popula- 
tion, or 110,000 more cars than the to- 
tal registration in England, with three 
times the population of New York state. 

“It is plain, therefore, that motor ve- 
hicles in European countries bear but 
a fraction of the importance to the ac- 
tivities of the people as is the case with 
the United States, and every restriction 
on the use of automobiles in foreign 
countries is of minor consequence com- 
pared to the effect similar restrictions 
might have on the transportation prob- 
lems of this country.” 

It is Mr. Ackerman’s belief that au- 
thorities in the United States will put 
forth every effort to maintain unim- 
paired the extensive utility of the au- 
tomobile, and rather than place limits 
upon mileage or fuel supply, the solu- 
tion here will turn towards making 
automobile use more efficient, i. e., the 
total mileage will be maintained at 
considerably less expenditure of fuel, 
tires, and other gupplies, through 
lighter weight, more efficient motor 
cars.

Developing Talent

Disposition sounds the keynote of 
development. The raw recruit need 
never hope to succeed in baseball un- 
less he has the right mental attitude 
along with the natural physical ability. 
He must be ambitious, aggressive, a 
close observer and willing to take good 
advice. 

With the foundation of these quali- 
ties intact, it is up to the manager of 
the club to study his player and de- 
‘termine the best method of develop- 
ing these natural tendencies. Some 
players are different and must be pet- 
ted and cajoled, others require criti- 
cism, and there is always the proverbial 
phenom, who is impatiently awaiting 
his chance to break into the big league 
in order to put Cobb in the mediocre 
class or to make the fans forget that 
Speaker, Lajoie, Wagner or Mathew- 
gon ever wore the “monkey suit.” I 
believe that the last mamed class re- 
quires the most careful handling, as 
egotism must be killed without destroy- 
ing confidence. 

Confidence is one of the greatest 
components of success. Overconfidence 
is the natural tendency of youth. How 
well I remember the year of 1908 when 
I joined the Athletics. I was nothing 
but a kid, but I thought I knew every- 
thing about my profession. I wasn't 
on the club a week before I realized 
that all I had in my favor was a good 
arm, a good eye and yduth. I had 
thought that the man with physical 
skill possessed the required qualifica- 
tions of a successful ball player, but 
I had much to learn. Connie Mack, in 
his inignitable way, soon began my edu- 
cation. He taught me the scientific 
points of baseball, and I really owe my 
success as a player to him. He is a 
genius at the game, a marvel in its 
technique, and is one of the keenest 
exponents of scientific baseball that 
the world has ever known. 

In developing talent, a .manager of 
a club should watch closely to see 
that a player is in his natural posi- 
tion. Often a ey Sod serves many sea- 
sons as an infielder when his logical 
position is in the outfield. A smart 
manager is quick to observe charac- 
teristics and mannerisms which de- 
termine a player’s natural position on 
the diamond. Connie Mack made the 
master stroke when he pulled Eddie 
Collins from the outfield and developed 


ae him into the peer of all second basemen. 


And, I am sure, many fans remember 
when this great boss of the Athletics 
filled the gap in his pennant-winning 
machine of 1909 by making a star out- 
fielder out of Danny Murphy, who had, 
heretofore, played only a mediocre game 
at second. 

Bobby Wallace, the cleanest fielding 
shortstop that ever touched a runner, 
broke in with Cleveland as a pitcher. 
He probably never would have acquired 
any great success in that position, but 
as an infielder, he made a place for 
himself among the world’s great stars. 
All of which goes to show that a man- 
ager who hopes for success in develop- 
ing players must be a finished con- 
noisseur of the game. 

In baseball, as in every other pro- 
fession, experience is necessary to reach 
the highest point of development. So 
the youngster, who shows sufficient 
evidence of cleverness, should have his 
chance, even at the expense of cham- 
pionship games. For that is the acid 
test of a player’s ability. Many re- 
cruits can hit like a house afire in a 
game that doesn’t count, but let them 
face a major league pitcher in a cham- 
pionship game and their nerve fails 
them in the crucial moment, and soon 
their verdict is read: “Back to the tall 
and uncut.” 

One of the finest principles practiced 


in baseball and one that should be an 
incentive to the young player is that 
genuine ability alone counts when it 
comes to landing a berth. In many 
professions the man with the “pull” 
gets the best job without considera- 
tion of ability. But baseball truly 
exemplifies the belief in the “survival 
of the fittest.”

TNUSTRO-GERMAN WOMEN 


ORDERED TO REGISTER 


Washington, April 20.—German and 
Austrian women in the United States 
were placed unde rthe same restric- 
tions as have prevailed for male enemy 
aliens by a proclamation issued today 
by President Wilson under the recent- 
ly-enacted law including women in the 
definition of enemy aliens. These re- 
strictions, applicable only to women 
above 14 who have not been natural- 
ized by their own or their male rela- 
tives’ declaration of citizenship, are as 
follows: 

German and Austrian women are sub- 
ject to arrest and internment if they 
violate the laws, or are regarded as 
dangerous persons to allow at large. 

German women must register, as 
German males have done, with police 
or postmasters on some future dat 
to be determined by Attorney Genera 
Gregory. 

German women are forbidden to en- 
ter barred zones about water fronts 
and warehouses without special permit, 
after a date not yet determined by the 
attorney general. ’ 

German women must leave the Dis- 
trict of Columbia by next Monday 
midnight, if they are transients, or by 
May 65, if they have lived in the dis- 
trict since war was declared. None 
may enter the district. 

By these restrictions, the government 
hopes to rid the country of a number 
of women who are suspected of having 
promoted German propaganda even aft- 
er their husbands or other male rela- 
tives were interned. 

In line with the president’s policy 
of leniency toward male subjects of 
Austro-Hungary, the women of this 
nationality will be subject only to the 
general danger of being interned if 
they prove dangerous. 

The number of German women in the 
United States is estimated at about 
400,000, or 100,000 less than the num- 
ber of German males. A week will 
be assigned later for the registration, 
and women will be required to give 
full information concerning their in- 
dividual records, their families, and to 
record their finger prints. Thereaft- 
er, they may move to another place of 
residence only after obtaining permit 
from the registering agent. Police 
will conduct the registration in cities 
of more than 6,000 population, and 
postmasters in smaller communities 
and rural districts. 

The president’s ecoeen ee speci- 
fies that its provisions shall apply to 
“natives, citizens, denizens or  su>b- 
jects” of the enemy countries. 

The proclamation provides that “so 
long as they shall conduct themselves 
in accordance with law.” women en-

Washington, April 20.—As the nation 
tonight completed half of its four 
weeks third Liberty Loan campaign 
with subscriptions of $1,371,055.300 or 
@ little less than half the three-billion- 
dollar minimum total, reported to the 
treasury, cable dispatches brought 
word that Germany's. eighth popular 
wer loan was just closing with $3,- 
461,000,000 subscriptions. 

Germany Has Raised $20,800,000,000. 

Tonight's treasury figures brought 
the total of the American people's con- 
tributions to war loans, including the 
first and second Liberty Loans, tn one 
year of war up to $7,179,000,000. With 
the addition of the eighth loan, Ger 
many has raised from her people in a 
little more than three and a half years 
of war about $20,800,000,000. 

The German figures are the most ac- 
curate available in this country, hav- 
ing been comptled from the German 
government's reports from gime to 
time. The total of the eighth loan, 
however, includes parts of former 
loans offered for conversion, the amount 
of which is not known here. 

Germany’s record as compared with 
the United States’ was made the saub- 
ject today of a treasury appeal to “beat 
Germany with both dollars and gUns.”’ 

In the twelve working days remain- 
ing in the third Liberty Loan campaign, 
$1,629,000,000 must be raised to pass 
the three billion mark, and this will 
require a harvest of $135,000,000 sub - 
scriptions a day. In the past two 
weeks they have been reported at the 
average rate of $114,000,000 a day. To- 
day’s reports from district organiza- 
tions added $166,341,000 to the total.

WHIPPED BY MOB 
AND MADE TO KISS 
STARS AND STRIPES 


Birmingham, Ala., April 20.—Placed 
across a barrel, an nsley peddier 
named Holzclaw was severely whipped 
with straps at Bessie mines in this 
county this afternoon, in the presence 
of a crowd of nearly a thousand peo- 
ple, forced to kiss the American flag 
and ordered to leave twon immediately 
and never return. He has not been 
seen since. . 

“Tl cannot stand this; take me out 
and shoot me.” he cried as the lashes 
fell upon him. 

When told to kiss the flag he said, 
“Yes, I will eat it if necessary.” 

He was taken from an officer who 
had arrested aim this morning to bring 
him to Birmingham. He was charged 
with telling the negroes that Germany 
was sure to win the war; that the Ger- 
mans would finally take America just 
as they took Belgium, and that men 
were foolish to join the army. 

Today's action grew out of a mass 
meeting held at Bessie last night when 
it was decided to stop pro-German talk 
in the community. A committee of 
one hundred visited three mew this 
morning who had been talking against 
the Liberty Loan, ordered them to put 
flags over their houses and told them 
they could expect no mercy if they did 
not reform.

Important Poultry Work for 
May. 


By Russell F. Palmer, Assistant Ameri- 
can School of Poultry Husbandry, 
Leavenworth, Kan. 


There is no necessity or good reason 
for poultrymen to be greatly alarmed 
simply because poultry and eggs are 
cheap just at this time. With pork, 
mutton and beef selling at record 
Prices, and all higher than ever known, 
you can depend upon the consuming 
public resorting to the use of more 
poultry and eggs. It is only to be ex- 
pected that poultry would be cheap 
and the market flooded just after what 
is /Known as Rule 14 was lifted on 
April 30. If your hens are laying wel) 
it ig unwise to rush them to market. 
The low price of eggs is also only teim- 
porary. The firms and individuals 
that have been storing eggs in the 
ast have held off this season. There- 
ore the eggs produced have gone onto 
the 4 markets in large numbers 
and this has forced the price down. 
These parties will now begin to buy 
and this will gradually bring the price 
up, and if they do not do so0, you can 
expect to see but few storage eggs in 
competition with fresh eggs next fall 
and winter, which will cause the price 
to be much higher than ever known. 
If you do not need the income from 
your eggs to pay your feed bills, store 
your eggs by preserving them in water 
glass and keeping them in a cool 
place. In a few weeks many hens 
will begin to moult and practically 
stop laying and that will bring the 
price up again. But we don’t recom- 
mend westing feed, time and money 
caring for unprofitable hens and 
chicks. Thousands of dollars and much 
foodstuff can be saved if poultrymen 
will carefully and fearlessly cull their 
laying and breeding hens. Hens that 
are too -fat—that ‘ ang down” about 
their abdomen; hens that appear of 
low vitality; hens that really do not 
have the peperent size required of 
their breed; hens that have long toe- 
nails or long, slim, apnesi*ay appear- 
ing heads and beaks should al] be cull- 
ed and placed on the market as soon 
as possible. They will not produce 
enough eggs during this month and 
next to pay for half their feed and any 
chicks hatched from their eggs would 
very likely prove vastly unprofitable. 
It is only such hens as these that we 
would be in any great rush to cull. 

Watch over your baby chicks and all 
young stock to keep the flock free from 
any that are runts or weaklings. Con- 
sidering resent prices of gain, it 
will certainly not pay to endeavor to 
raise any chicks which do not appear 
strong when hatched. Keep and breed 
only those chicks which start grow- 
ing rapidly and keep going right along. 

Keep over till fall and winter only 
euch young cockerels as will be used 
or sold for breeding next winter. Those 
intended ultimately for market should 
be caponized as soon as old enough to 
determine their sex, or should be sold 
as soon as old enough to reach a 
weight of one and one-fourth to one 
and three-fourths pounds. Note the 
difference in the development of comb 
and in the shape of back, saddle and 
neck feathers of a male and female. 
This difference will help yqu in deter- 
mining the cockerels to caponize. It 
will not eo | to make capons from the 
wockerels of light weight breeds, such 
as Anconas, Leghorns and Campines. 
Young ocockerels of these breeds will 

row to a weight of one and one- 
ourth to one and one-half pounds 
very rapidly and will show very little 

ain in weight during the month fol- 
owing, therefore will prove more prof- 
itable if marketed early, thus saving 
feed and work, besides giving more 
house room and range to the growing 
pullets intended for layers next win- 


ter. 

“it is hoped that most breeders have 
at least used rip - nests. during the 
season for saving hatching eggs. The 
eggs marked with the leg band num- 
ber of the hen that laid it (which is 
determined by the use of trap nests) 
when placed in incubators can be di- 
vided on the morning of the eight- 
eenth day. Ordinary wire corn pop- 
pers can be placed in the incubator 
trays. All birds marked as having 
been laid by a certain hen are placed 
in a popper basket and the basket is 
labeled. When the hatch is completed 
the chicks found in this. basket are 
known to be dammed by a certain hen 
whose leg band number is recorded 
and the baby chicks are all: marked 
either with punch holes in the web of 
their feet or with open pigeon le 
bands which are numbered and whic 
are later transférred to the wing. 

Many years of time can be saved and 
gore rapid progress made both in 
breeding for standard qualities or high 
egg production where the dam, as 
well as the sire, of all chicks is known. 
It is not too late for every breeder to 
hatch and pedigree a few chicks from 
his best pens. It will pay anyone to 
do so. 

During May both lice and mites cause 
worry and loss to millions of poultry 
raisers. It is better to prevent these 

esta than to wait and after suffering 
oss to your hens and chicks then at- 
tempt to get rid of them, To prevent 
and rid the grown stock of lice, mix 
two parts of vaseline with one part 
of blue ointment. Apply an amount 
about the size of a pea to the skin or 
each fowl about one inch below the 
vent. A like amount should be ap- 
plied to the skin of each thigh. Rub 
the ointment well into the skin. ; 

To prevent and rid poultry houses of 
mites: Clean them thoroughly and 
keep them clean. Dropping boards 
should be scraped clean at least twice 
each week. During this month clean 
out all foul litter from the floors and 
nests and with the use of a spray pump 
throw a stream of mite Killing liquid 
on all perches, dropping boards, side 
walls, ceilings and floor about’. the 
roosting quarters. Be certain the 
liquid reaches and penetrates all cracks 
and joints. Paint or spray all nests 
and hoppers and the undersides of the 
dropping boards or roosts. Treat the 
brood coops in a like manner. During 
the hot weather season this treatment 
should be repeated once a month to all 
coops occupied by growing youngsters 
and every six weeks to all houses used 
by grown stock. We have found a 
mixture of two parts of kerosene or 
crude oil and one part of crude car- 
bolic acid to be a simple and very ef- 
fective spray. We have also used sev- 
eral prepared sprays now on the mar- 
ket and with very good results,

Take an Extra Cleaning. 


Take one extra cleaning now; this is 
the time of year, the most important 
time of the year, in the powers yard, 
for now you are starting the layers and 
breeders on their race, and if you want 
them to win, do your part, they will. 
No matter how clean you keep your 
poultry house and your premises, take 
one extra cleaning now. 

Clean not only the buildings, but 
the yard and all. Use air-slaked lime 
freely, use as whitewash inside of build- 
ings and sprinkle liberally on ground 
in and out of building. See that poul- 
try house is free of damp spots, and 
see that the drainage of the yard is 
gee’ and, of course, the buildings, their 
loors, must be on a higher level than 
the outside ground. 

Use coal oil liberally, and if you can 
met crude petroleum, use it and crude 
carbolic acid ‘in the following propor- 
tions as a spray, or use with brush on 
roosts and over inside of building: 

Crude petroleum, four parts: crudé 
carbolic acid, one part, and water, ten 
parts. You can also. sprinkle the 
ground with this solution. Can be 
used to advantage once a week. Best 
time to use is right after’ noon, if con- 
venient, because at that time all re- 
liable hens have deposited their eggs 
and the house should be vacant, then 
by night the house will be sweet and 
sanitary. 


Save Time and Steps. 


Are you saving all the labor you can? 
Some one has said that there isn’t any 
need of a poultryman being tied to 
the tail of a chicken. A little ingenuity 
may save an immense amount of going 
to and fro and up and down in the 
feeding and care of hens. Get the dry 
mash hopper in full operation. Try out 
the self-grain feeders that are on sale

How to Raise Young Turkeys. 


E. J. Wolfe, Pleasantdale. 

West Virginia. 
pride myself on having raised 

a number of young turkeys to 
maturity. I will proceed to tell you just 
how I manage them. 

First, out of 68 Bourbon Red turkey 
eggs set under chicken hens, I hatched 
66 turkeys. I set them under chicken 
hens because I find they hatched better, 
and the old chick takes better care of 
them in the way of hovering them, and 
that is part of the battle, for the young 
must be kept warm, especially if the 
young are to be hatched out in April or 
even May. Now do not feed them any- 
thing for about 48 hours, but give 
them plenty of sour milk or clabber the 
first feed, and what I feed, until four 
weeks old. is to take wheat bread, slice 
thin slices, and put in a medium hot 
oven and brown until dry as bone, 
then roll or mash fine. I make a gal- 
lon or so of this at once. Now take 

art brown bread crumbs and one hard 
polled ege say, to every 20 young tur- 
keys, and a small part of wheat bran. 
Now mix with sweet milk or water 
until damp and crumbly, not sloppy, 
and feed four times: a day until two 
weeks old. then three times a day uhtil 
three weeks old, and by that time 
you can begin to let them out on real 
pretty warm dry days with a turkey 
hen that has been cooped amongst 


T 


them, which I had set on chicken eggs; 


so she could take the turkeys when I 
was done with the old chicken hen, for 
chicken hens cannot raise turkeys after 
they are four to six weeks old. Thev 
will not get the necessary insects if 
they don’t hunt out over the pastures. 
An old chicken hen will bring them 
ritht to the back door and amongst 
other chicks, and that will not do. 

When I first start the young turkeys 
with the old turkey, I just bring the 
old biddies away until they are gone.

BOLSHEVIK REGIME 
WANTS MUNITIONS. 

Harbin, Manchuria, Sunday, April 14. 
(By the Associated Press.)—An order 
has been received at Vladivostok from 
the Bolshevik government to ship the 
shells, explosives, metals, machinery 
and machine tools concentrated there 
to European Russia. Freight and pas- 
senger traffic are to be suspended for 
the purpose, if necessary, the order 
stipulates, 

The Bolsheviki recently 
from Dauria, near Lake Baikal, toward 
Irkutsk, west .of the lake. When a 
representative of the allied powers 
started for Dauria he was met on the 
way by Bolsheviki, whose purpose ap- 
parently was to conceal the fact that 
an armed force of 1,500 men, including 
400 armed war prisoners, had been 
brought in by the Bolsheviki and again 
occupied Dauria. 

Thirty American engineers departed 
last Friday for. stations along the 
Chinese eastern railway.

Editor Tri-Weekty Constitution: In 
answer to yvour inquiry of 16th in re- 
eard to Brazilian or Stooling Flour 
corn, will say that I planted one ear in 
1917 at an attitude of 1.954 feet above 
sea level and made 12 bushels of corn 
from it. I took the premium in this corn 
at the Dayton farm last fall. I had 
twenty-four ears on three stalks, which 
grew from three kernels. 
it makes a better hread and biscuit 
flour than wheat when ground by the 
same _process as wheat. It has never 
had a fair trial here, as it has only 
been here a year and planted in small 
quantities. The mills grind it on the 
corn burrs. They can not make meal 
out of it, as it is nearly all starch. It

The fourth annual convention of the 
Georgia - ch of the National Con- 
gress of Mothers and Parent-Teacher 
associations, held in Decatur Tuesday 
and Wednesday of the past week, was 
paree nae the most successful yet 

eld in the state. Delegates came 
from many sections of Georgia, includ- 
ing Savannah, Maoon, Augusta, 
Fitzgerald, Roberta, Canon, thia 
Springs, Elberton, etc., Macon taking 
the honors with a delegation of twen- 
ty-one, 

Mrs. Harriet McClelland, the mother 
of the founder of the Nationa] Congress 
of Mothers—Mrs. Theodore Birney— 
was a regular attendant of the conven- 
tion, and at one of the sessions gave a 
beautiful reminiscent talk of the aspi- 
rations of the “mother of parent-teach- 
er effort.” Mrs. Birney’s daughter. 
also her sister, Mrs. Smith, also were 
present during the convention, and 
Mrs. Howard Payne, a former state 
president, visited the convention and 
spoke interestingly of past and present 
work of the congress in Georgia. 

At the Wednesday morning session 
reports of officers and delegates were 
given. The latter were particularly in- 
teresting, and gave proof of splendid 
work, espeoially along patriotic lines, 
being done in the many vicinities rep- 
resented. 

Dr. Grimm, United States public 
health service officer, was to have de- 
livered an address at the afternoon 
session on Tuesday, but was called 
from the city, and at the Wednesday 
ow session Drs. Wynne and Moss-. 
man, aiso of the health service, gave 
most interesting and beneficial ad- 
dresses on “Medical Inspection in 
Schools.” Much valuable information 
was contained in their talks, and, 
thanks are due both these lieutenant 
doctors for ‘their courtesy on this*oc- 
casion. 

Much could be gaid of the manner 
in which the many splendid speakers 
on the program each day handled their 
subjects, but lack of space will not per- 
mit. However, particular mention is 
due Hon. Shepard Bryan for his able 
and forceful address on the “Mother’s 
Pension Law.” At the close of Mr. 
Bryan’s address he was unanimously 
elected to serve on the committee 
which will go before the legislature 
in the interest of the congress’ bill on 
mothers’ pension, now pending. 

Judge Tindall, of the Fulton county 
juvenile court, followed Mr. Bryan 
with an address on “The Defective and 
Delinquent Child.” Judge  Tindall’s 
eloquence and earnestness were at all 
times apparent and he held the rapt 
attention of al] his hearers. Judge 
Tindall is chairman of the juvenile 
court and probation department of the 
Georgia branch, and he was appointed 
to serve on the special committee which 
will make a plea for the passage of a 
bill before the legislature asking for 
an appropriation for a building to: be 
set apart from the other asylum 
buildings in Milledgeville, for the spe- 
cial care and training of mental de- 
fectives. 

Miss Laura Smith, one of our fore- 
most educators, and supervisor of pri- 
mary work in the Atlanta public 
schools, gave an address on “How to 
Teach Thrift’ at the afternoon session 
Wednesday, after which the election 
of officers took place. 

Mrs. J. E. Andrews, formerly vice 
president of the Third district, and 
late of the Fourth district of the con- 
gress, now residing in Atlanta, suc- 
ceeds Mrs. John W. Rowlett, of At- 
lanta as president. Mrs. Andrews is a 
well-known club woman, formerly vice 
president of the Alabama state con- 
gress. 

The new office of vice president at 
large was created during this conven- 
tion, owing to the great need for same, 
and rs. A. Heide, of Fitzgerald, 
was unanimously elected to serve in 
this capacity. Mrs. Heide is one of the 
livest wires in the state, and has been 
vice president of the Third district 
since Mrs. Andrews’ removal from that 
district. 

Mrs. P. H. Jeter, of Decatur, succeeds 
Mrs. J. Bert Baggarly, of Macon, as 
secretary, and Mrs. J. H. Glenn, also of 
Decatur, succeeds Mrs. Fred Williams, 
of Atlanta, as treasurer. Mrs. T. F. 
Harrison, of Augusta, was re-elected 
as corresponding secretary and Mrs. 
Hutton, of Savannah, was elected audi- 
tor and historian. The full corps of 
officers and department chairmen will 
be announced later.

In gathering them you improve the 
lawns and parks, cut down your 
food bills and get new ideas, too. 

General Directions. - 

Gather the youngest, tenderest 
leaves preferably, but larger ones are 
quite as good if the others are scarce. 

Pick over carefully. Wash, wash, 
wash; many a dish of greens is spoiled 
by being gritty. Let stand an hour or 
more in cold water before cooking. 

The Free Vegetables. 

Dandelion leaves, now that spinach 
and turnip greens and mustard are so 
high, ought to be appreciated, for 
ftruly they are “just as good” and to be 
had for the taking and you’re more 
than welcome as they spoil the lawns. 

Any day you can get enough for the 
family dinner. If anyone tells you they 
are not good jf in blossom, believe 
him or not, only do not use the blos- 
som. 

The cook books give various recipes 
for preparing them, but none of them 
are better than “my own invention” 
in that line. 

Dandelion Salad. 

Fifteen minutes’ time required to 
cook. To one gallon of water boiling 
add a tablespoonful of salt, throw in 
the well-washed greens (half a peck) 


into little bits, remove 
from the fat when crisp and brown 
and put aside to garnish with. Into 
the fat left in the frying pan put two 
tablespoonfuls of vinegar, half tea- 
spoonful salt, three dashes of pepper, 
one tablespoonful flour moistened 
smooth with water and stir until the 
flour is cooked (the dressing is thick- 
ened); add the greens, well drained of 
the water they were boiled in, stirring 
in the dressing. Serve with the bits 
of bacon, and, if convenient, a minced 
hard boiled egg for garnishing.

THE FINE ART 
OF SINGING. 

Music drama may come and music 
drama may go; the Debussys may write 
music without rhythm, and maybe some 
day without notes; or we may establish 
by law the reign of the Verdi or the 
Rossini school as the only method of 
writing for the singing voice. 

But whatever happens, that method 
of voice culture which we call the Ital- 
fan method, will hold its own. It has 
long been conceded that it is the proper 
foundation for singing “per se,” and 
for the preparation of the singer, what- 
ever is her forte; whether she is going 
to be the “Dinorah,” the “Mimi,” or 
even the “Brunnhilde:’ whether she is 
going to warble, a la Donizetti: de- 
claim a la Wagner, or float in “Mell- 
sande’s” trackless sea.

“The text, the poet's meaning, tha 
composer’s reading of it; all these 
things the pupil of Mme. eer 
studies first, with a view to a fin 
reaching of the spirit of the song. All 
these are preliminaries to making the 
song one’s own. All these are prepara~ 
tions to making it a living thing.’ 

And Miss Howry had well learned 
the lesson, every song she sang have 
ing a separate entity, a reason for 
being, and not a chance place on the 
program. 

“Another valuable lesson Mme. Sem 
brich imparts,” said Miss Howry, “is 
the emphasis of the music. When I 
vielded to the temptation of dramatiz- 
ing a piece of work—‘Elizabeth—’ she 
would warn: ‘Remember that you are 
a singer; not a diseuse. Give your song 
a soul. But it is a song, to be sung, 
not acted.’ ”’ 

Camp Entertainment. 

It is not generally known that Mis@ 
Howry originated the idea of camp 
entertainments, which is now under the 
government control, and has been 
evolved into a great national system, 
including in its network every camp in 
the United States. 

She organized a group of musicians 
and entertainers who were so well re< 
ceived by the soldiers that she pro- 
posed to the Y. M. C. A. that they 
should undertake the work on a largeP 
scale. 

“You go on with it.” she was told. 
“Try it out in the camps around Wash< 
ington, and then, if it takes well, w@ 
will consider it.” 

Eigitt troupes were set in motion by 
Miss Howr?, assisted by some of her 
friends, working from the municipal 
building in the capital, and the work 
was then taken over by the govern- 
ment camp activities commission. Miss 
Howry was asked to continue as an 
organizer and promoter, but she fel 
that. with the work organized under 
the government, her own professiog 
was the one in which she should spe< 
'clalize, and she has resumed her rea 
lcitals with deserved success.

T. U. was founded in Columbus 
by a small band of earnest women in 
1883. On our roll at the close of 1917 
we carry 125 active and 14 honorary 
members. In 1917 we paid into the 
state organization for dues and pledges 
$126.50 and into the local’ treasury 
$448.94. 

Our work is systematically divided 
_into many departments. We have in 
our chapter thirteen department su- 
perintendents, who have many assist- 
ants and thus more easily reach the 
pulpit, the press, the home, the 
school, the old and the young. We 
protect the weak and strengthen the 
strong at home and abroad. 

We have distributed more than 20,000 
pages of helpful, uplifting literature 
to our soldiers and sailors, to the sick 
in hospitals, to the unfortunates in 
jails, and to the general public whom 
we have reached with this literature 
through the medium of chautauquas, 
county fairs and other public gather- 


ings of like nature. 
Our legislative work is one of our 


chief features, and in this we have 
met with marked success. 

Our charity is done through our 
flower mission, and within twelve 
months we have expended $92.50 in 
cash, made 232 visits, sent 308 trays, 
13 birds, 220 packages of fruit, 209 bou- 
quets and two pot plants to the sick.

“The literary committee has conducted 
an interesting study of the countries at war 
and our Junior league work has been devot- 
ed to school work, and much good has been 
derived from the talks by the teachers each 
month upon different subjects. 

Our parks are in splendid condition, and 
are maintained through the City Park board, 
co-operating with the league park commit- 
t

“The league was instrumental in selling 
$1,000 worth of Liberty Bonds during the sec- 
ond loan. 

“In all patriotic services the league has 
been active, ‘being especially interested in 
Red Cross work. 

“The league has paid its state and district 
dues; contributed $10 in cash and 106 cans 
of fruit to the Tallulah Falls school; $20 
to the national recreation war fund, $36 
for desk for librarian at the Carnegie li- 
brary, $31 for couches in different schools, 
and still have a goodly sum in the treasury.

This has been an active year for the 
Cusseta Woman's club. Through its ef- 
forts a very successful county fair 
held in Cusseta last October. This 
the first county fair Chattahoochee 
had. Local county school taxation 
been passed in our county this year, 
chiefly to the activity of our woman’s club 
in its interest. We have finished paying 
for our school piano this year. We have 
had sanitary closets built for our school, 
have bought shades and curtains for our 


schoolrooms and made other improvements 
in order to make ours a standard school.

New Era in State’s Agricultural Life 
Predicted by Government Expert 


Miss Mary E. Creswell, who will 
head the department of house econom- 
fics in the College of Agriculture now 
open to ‘women, believes that: the 
opening of that branch of the universi- 
ty to women will mark a new era in 
the agricultural life of the state, 
especially in its relation to the war 
problems. 


During a recent 
Miss Creswell stated: 


“We are trying to meet the great 
need for training of women to take 
their places in the war emergency in 
1food production and conservation. This 
reacts specifically upon the training 
of county home demonstration agents 
and high school teachers in home 
economics as well as upon the educa- 
tion of women in general. The rapid 
increase in the number of county home 
demonstration agents<employed under 
the .College of. Agriculture and the 
federal department of agriculture 
makes the training of these women a 
most important matter. 

“There are now about 115 home 
demonstration agents in Georgia and 
the mumber will rapidly be increased 
until there is one‘in every county in 
the state, together with the number 
of supervising agents necessary to 
handle the organization in an effi- 
cient way. The development of Lome 
economics in high schools, including 
vocational education in high schools, 
is calling for trained women to a 
larger degree than ever.” 


The Land Grant Celleges. 


Miss Creswell spoke in interesting 
vein of the land grant colleges when 
she said: ) 

“The land grant colleges in the mid- 
dle and western states have strong 
home economics departments for 
women and those in New England 
and some southern states are the only 
ones whose educational advantages 
have not been open to women for 

many years. I was very much in- 
terested last week in learning that 
the Massachusetts College of Agricul- 
ture at Ambherst has just announced 
establishing a home economics depant- 
ment for. women and will stress, just 
as we are doing, the training of wom- 
en for leadership in-country life and 
will give vocational training in agri- 
culture to women.” 

Miss Creswell stated that students 
taking the B. 8S. degree in home éco- 
nomics will have access to all the re- 
lated courses in the university, which 
are necessary for well-rounded train- 
ing. This includes sciences, education, 
English, economics -and sociology. 
Looking toward giving the widest op- 
portunity possible to teachers and 
others now engaged in public work, 
the summer school courses in home 
economics have been reorganized so 
as to carry college credits, both in 
the degree course in the college and 
\credits which can be transferred to 
other colleges and universities outside 
of Georgia. A three months’ course 
will be offered next winter in which 
in a similar way leaders in public 
service who cannot on account of war 
eonditions be released for longer 
period will be given the privilege of 
selecting from a good range of sub- 
jects of,senior college range. 

“This will place the possibility of 
broader education in Georgia on a 
basis comparable with that of other 
state ‘colleges and universities and 
‘make it possible for our women to 
secure within the state euch training

Welfare Nurses for 


Government Workers||°’e'Y W®y: through publicity 


A staff of army nurses, wearing the 
regulation uniform of the Army Nurse 
corps, has been detailed for welfare 
work among the civilian employees of 
the war department, Washington, D. C. 

The staff consists of a chief nurse, 
Miss I. L. Strong, and 7 nurses for field 
work, one of them acting as a field 
supervisor. The work of the nurses is 
divided into two sections—service in 
the emergency and rest roqms, maintain- 
ed in the several divisions of the war 


j}department—and home .visiting of re- 


ported cases of illness. Six of the 
nurses will be stationed in the rest 
rooms to take charge of sudden cases 
of illness, or accidents arising among 
the employees during working hours. 
These emergency rest rooms are 
equipped twith hospital beds, couches, 
screens and medical supplies so that 
each is, in reality, a small dispensary. 


The visiting nurses will receive their 
sick calls at Unit C, emergency dispen- 
sary, Sixth and B streets, where reports 
of illness in the different departments 
are turned in each morning. The city 
is districted and each nurse reports 
on all the cases in her district at the 
endof the day. She performs personal 
service where needed, sees that a phy- 
sician is called in certain casés, and is 
often able to’ prevent the spread of 
contagion.

GOING FROM “BAD TO WORSE.” 


Regardless of the needs of the hour, and 
regardless of the inflow of complaints from 
all sections of the country, The New York, 
Journal of Commerce declares that the 
postal service continues to grow “from bad 
to worse.” °* 

“The postoffice department,” says this 
conservative newspaper, “is one part of the 
government machinery which fails to im- 
prove,” performing its functions “with in- 
creasing delinquency.” ‘Never in its experi- 
ence, The Journal of Commerce goes on to 
say, “has the delivery of letter and news- 
paper mail been so wretchedly slow and un- 
reliable!” 

This sort of thing has been going on, and 
daily growing worse and worse, ever since 
the incumbent head of the postal department 
assumed charge and inaugurated his in- 
iquitous policy of making the department 
pay dividends in dollars at the expense of 
service. 

Prior to the taking over of the control 
of the railroads by the federal government, 
the postmaster general publicly ascribed the 
delinquency of the mail service to the fact 
that almost universally the mail-carrying 
trains were running behind schedule. But 
even then that explanation fell] flat, for the 
simple reason that where trains were late 
by hours the mail matter those trains were 
supposed to carry was delayed days in 
reaching destination! 

Subsequently, too, there has been a 
marked general improvement in mail train 
service, the trains now being run on an 
almost normal schedule basis. But there 
has been no corresponding improvement in 
mail deliveries; in fact, «we mail service 
continues to grow worse as the train service 
improves! ' 

If the mails were delayed only to the 
extent, or even approximately to the extent, 
to which trains have been and are being de- 
layed, there would not have been, nor would 
there be now, a word of complaint against 
the postal service. But when mail is delayed 
two days after being brought on a train that 
was, say, only a few hours late, the public 
is justifiable in registering 4 vigorous kick 
at the service. 

Just how long this thing is to be per- 
mitted to continue, with Burleson sitting at 
the cash register ringing up postal profits 
while the public is being penalized and the 
welfare of the government is being retarded 
by the inadequacy and inefficiency of his 
miserable mercenary policy, negnaenn to be

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY BOILING. 


News that is coming out of Vienna, tne 
capital of Austria-Hungary, must be any- 
thing but comforting. to the war lords in 
Berlin. 

It is plain even to the observer at this 
distance that the dual monarchy is restless, 
and that a spirit of insurrection against Ger- 
man dominance and dictation pervades the 
empire. 

In the Vienna parliament, the Associated 
Press is informed by reports in German and 
Austrian newspapers, speeches have been 
delivered by Czech, Jugoslav and Polish 
members bitterly arraigning the Teutonic 
self-appointed dictators, and openly declar- 
ing the speakers’ opposition to a continu- 
ance of such dictation, and demanding 4 


complete reorganization of the Austro- Hun: | 


garian government. 
This is significant when it - remembered 


that the Czechs, Jugaslavs and the Poles to- 


gether constitute perhaps a majority power 
in the political structure of the nation. 

For that reason. news of a complete revo- 
lution in the present Austrian government 
coming at any time need occasion little sur- 
prise; and when the revolution comes, if it 
comes, we may look for Austria’s with- 
drawal from the war, because, as the 
Vienna correspondent of The Meunchener 
Neuste Nachrichten says: “We know, and 
foreigners know, that a very important part 
of the population is sympathetic to the en- 
tente.” 

As a matter of fact, this “very important 
part” of the dual monarchy’s population 
never has relished the idea of being at. war 
with the entente, and especially has it re- 
sented beinz at war with the United States. 
And that same “important part” has a deep- 
seated and inherent hatred of Germany and 
the reigning family in Germany. 

The same correspondent is further quoted 
as having written— 

Hverywhere is demanded in the name 
of the right of nationalities a réorgani- 
zation of Austro-Hungary. Even’ the 
social democrats have proclaimed in the 
Austrian chamber of deputies that the 
monarchy, in short, is not directly inter- 
ested in the struggle of Germany against 
France, England and America. Austria 
is coming to the greatest difficulties, and 


security no longer exists. It gives place 
to a situation capable of any possibility. 


There is also in Austria-Hungary, as is 
traditionally the case with most countries in 
war, an -element of the population which is 
loyal—passively so, at least—in the buoy- 
ancy of success, but untrustworthy, if not 
actively disloyal, in defeat. In other words, 
there is the sunshine loyalist element. 

That part of the population, while in- 
wardly resentful of the kaiser and of Berlin 
dominance, submitted to it and was pliant 
so long as it promised victory; but once the 
tide turns and the sky darkens, it is likely 
to come out openly and side with the ag- 
gressively rebellious element. °

Her experiences and observa- 
tions in Berlin and elsewhere in Germany, 
where she resided as a music student, are 
the most recent of any accessible to the 


American people.) ; 


A German in charge of a great camp for 
Russian prisoners of war told me his guests 
were subsisting partly on weeds that had 
an odor like onions. In fact, certain Rus- 
siahs conducted a thriving trade in weeds, 
collecting and selling them to their com- 
rades at pfennigs a weed. As for the re- 
mainder of their diet he called it “poor,” but 
advanced the usual excuse, “How can we 
Germans feed our prisoners any better? 
Considering what we get to eat ourselves, 
they fure pretty decently.” 

Of all nationalities, the British prisoners 
suffer worst. Germany hates them with a 
bitterly intense hatred hard to explain. And 
in consequence practically all of them stay 
in the detestable German prison camps 
rather than face unbridled insult and abuse 
by-allowing themselves to be employed out- 
side. 

In Berlin and Munich I saw innumerable 
French and Russian prisoners driving trucks, 
working on buildings, and performing many 
other sorts of labor. On my way from Ber- 
lin to Munich, and again on my way from 
Munich to the frontier, I saw innumerable 
French and Russian prisoners working on 
farms. The big estate where I was enter- 
tained near Munich had large number of 
French and Russians on its payroll. But 
nowhere did I see English prisoners. 

Prisoners Ragged and Hungry. 

The prisoners I observed on the big es- 
tate near Munich appeared tolerably well 
nourished, as Bavaria has much better food 
‘than Prussia; and I found them decently 
housed. But, alas, what rags they wore! 
Instead of furnishing a distinctive garb, 
Germany lets prisoners wear the uniforms 
of the countries to which they belong, and 
time wreaks havoc among those uniforms. 
Dowdy, faded, torn, and threadbare, they 
look utterly woebegone. 

In general, if I understood the situation, 
the prisoners inwardly abhorred their fate, 
but bore up against it with philosophy or 
amused cynicism, according to temperament. 
Used to oppression and privation, the Rus- 
sians took it philosophically—I suppose mut- 
tering their habitual “Nitchevo,” which Is 
Russian for “never mind,” or perhaps more 
exactly, “It'll all come out in the wash.” 

The French kept their spirits up by pok- 
ing fun at everything German. I saw winks 
and grins and a world of jeering fortitude 
they expressed. I saw fingers pointed at 
German oddities and heard laughter. No- 
where did I observe the sullenness and veiled 
mutiny that one might reasonably look for 
among prisoners ordered about as these were 
by German soldiers with guns. 

Work Out of Slaves. 

Had I been allowed to talk freely with 
the prisoners I might, of course, have 
learned much to offset the impression their 
outward demeanor gave. And I. should 
doubtlegs have some heartbreaking stories to 
‘tell if I had been allowed to visit the prison 
camps. As things went, I got the idea that 
any ‘prisoner willing to work had a chance 
.of being treated rather decently, though it 
was not because of any friendliness on the 
part of the instinctively cruel German gov- 
ernment. It was simply and solely an affair 
of getting work out of slaves. Starve them 
and you spoil your own game. Abuse them 
immoderately and you make them _  rebel- 
lious. 

There have been no uprisings among 
prisoners in Germany, that is, to my knowl- 
edge. I mever heard of an attempted upris- 
ing. Germans told hairlifting tales of how 
atrociously German prisoners were being 
treated in France. One such story had it 
that the French cut the word “Boche” in sev- 
eral German prisoners’ skins. Another told 
of German prisoners living in filth, A. third 
gave details of a French game—Germans 
made to run foot races while French officers 
shouted, “Faster! Faster! As each runner 
completed his course @ Frenchman shot him 
to } in the back. 

Indeed there was a quite thrilling epi- 
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ee 


sode of the noble, high-minded German of- 


j

ficer who wheeled about at the last moment | 
and cried, “Don’t shoot me in the back: 
shoot me in the breast!”” But when I crossed 
France on my way home and saw the cheer- 
ful looking, happy go lucky, underworked 
German prisoners of war—especially those 
' lounging about the wharves at Bordeaux— 
such yarns seemed absurd. 


Prisoners Forced to Work. 


At first the hordes and hordes of pris- 
gners, growing more numerous every day, 
made Germany shudder. “Gott in himmel!!” 
cried the Germans, “How are we going. to 
feed them?” Before long Germans. were 
laughing. They found something colossally 
ridiculous in the ever increasing multitude 
of prisoners. But then it developed that 
by employing prisoners of war on the farms 
and at all sorts of labor what had seemed 
a plague and then a joke might save Ger- 
many from disaster. 


But could the prisoners be forced to 
work? German system looked out for that. 
It made the prison camps utterly abominable. 
At the same time it offered a few pfennigs 
to any one who would engage in labor out- 
side. Incidentally it promised better food, 
better shelter, and better treatment. Pris- 
oners by the hundreds of thousands jumped 
at the chance. Even a few Englishmen did 
at the outset. 


It went hard with the English in camp. 
The sister of an interned Englishman told 
me that he complained of being. cruelly 
treated and made ill and that for a long time 
she was not allowed to visit him. When 
finally he was released and put in hospital 
she was allowed to see him only after over- 
coming great obstacles. I thought this par- 
ticularly significant, as he was pro-German 
in his sympathies when taken to the camp. 
Before his release he hated Germany with 
his whole heart. 


English Stick to Camps. 


By all accounts the camps where English 
prisoners are confined seethe with strong 
feeling. Occasionally it vents itself in jeers, 
as when prisoners kept, time with the step 
of a German officer by clapping their hands 
and shouted, “Smell that fat?” A German 
eyewitness told me of this himself. It struck 
the officer as funny. Otherwise, I dread to 
think what might have been the conse- 
quence. 

Nevertheless, the English stick to their 
camps, or, if they venture out, are likely 
soon to return. A German woman I knew 
of received a load of prisoners one day, and 
among them were two Englishmen. “Shall 
we work?” said one. “Let’s go back to 
camp,” said the other. “We don’t want to 
work for Bill.” 80 back they went. 


Germans pity the French—some even af- 
fect to love them. They think of Russians 
as stupid, good-natured animals. But there 
are simply no words for their hatred of the 
English. To be sure, it was only on my re- 
turn to America that I read for the first 
time Herr Lissauer’s “Hymn of’ Hate,” yet 
the malice it expressed was prevalent 
throughout Germany, and, if I failed to hear 
Lissauer’s hymn, I heard dozens of others, 
and they were not less barbarous. 

Hatred fer British. 

Were’ English prisoners cuffed and 
mauled and spat upon, often by well-dressed 
Germans? Since my return I have heard 
that they were, and, if so, it was not re- 
markable, in view of the intense bitterness 
toward the English. But I never saw an 
Wnglish prisoner abused, for I never saw 
English prisoners. Those I saw in over- 
whelming multitudes everyWhere were Rus- 
sian or French. To a vast extent they kept 
Germany going. It is their sorrow. And, 
if they find comfort somehow, I suppose 
it is tn recalling that meanwhile German 
prisoners of war keep the allies going.

Washington, April 20.—(Special.)—Three 
million Americans on the firing line by 
Christmas! That is the order that Secretary 
of War Baker brings back from France. At 
the present rate of transportation, they will 
be there. I cannot say how fast the boys 
are being carried “over there,” but since the 
beginning of the German offensive on the 
western front the khaki-clad soldiers from 
the United States have been pouring into 
France much more rapidly than the most 
sanguine man expected, or thought possible 
six months ago. The army transport facili- 
ties under the direction of the inter-allied 
ship control committee, with headquarters in 
New York, have provisions at this writing 
for transporting ninety-five thousand men a 
month. This will be increased by June 1 to 
one hundred and twenty thousand a month. 

Without saying how many men are being 
transported, it does not take a prophet to 
tell us that the government, in this critical 
hour, is utilizing capacity in every essential. 
Figuring capacity, therefore, it can be seen 


' that, with rapidly increasing facilities, the 


figures placed by Secretary Baker are en- 
tirely within the bounds of reason. 

On April 6, the first anniversary of Amer- 
ican participation in the great struggle, the 
United States had 1,528,924 men in the army. 
These figures are direct from the office of 
the adjutant general, and must be correct. 
‘Estimates for army increases have becn 
carefully compiled, and all the details 
looking to necessary legislation and to the 
increased demands upon the supply depart- 
ments have been worked out on the Ddasis of 
these estimates. Secretary Baker found a!! 
of this on his desk, following out code in- 
structions before he left France, advising 
that three million men must be in France

Loans on 
Liberty Bonds.

Mail Delivery Charactized 
As Being “Wretchedly Slow,” 
And Growing Daily Worse 


(From The New York Journal of Commerce 
and Commercial Bulletin.) 

That war would multiply the difficulties 
of the government was expected; and all itx 
departments have passed through intense 
strain during the last few months with vary- 
ing results. The task was unprecedented. In 
a few instances there have been notable fail- 
ures, but upon the whole the problem has 
been successfully attacked, and the war ma- 
chine promises to soon settle down upon a 
more efficient basis. 

There is one part of the government ma- 
chinery, however, which conspicuously failjs 
to improve, and that is the postoffice. Othe: 
departments have had their lapses, and 
seemed to have succeeded in pulling them- 
selves together, or at least making a start 
toward improved service. Not so the post- 
office, which has performed its functions 
with increasing delinquency ever since the 
present administration assumed control]. It 
was bad enough before that period; it has 
been going from bad to worse every year. 
The complaints are painfully numerous and 
apply to all classes of mail, letters, newspa- 
pers and parcel post alike. The editor of 
The Railway Age recently said, “It has been 
taking six days for the postal department to 
get The Railway Age from the postoffice in 
New York to our office in Washington. The 
first-claes mail service as well as the loca! 
service in Washington have become so un- 
reliable as almost to justify the charge that 
they have broken down.”

Simonds Declares Critical 
‘Hour: Passed, With All of 
Germany’s Reserve Divi- 
sions Used Up in Vain.

The Germans were checked along the 
Somme and before Amiens on the sixth 
day of their great offensive—that is, 
In the next few days 
they were pinned down between the 
Ancre and the Avre in a salient which 
was dangerous to occupy and out of 
which they could not advance west- 
ward safely, because of the positions 
held by the French and British on the 
western banks of the two boundary 
streams. A desperate effort in the first 
days of April to break the northern 
hinge by a terrific assault upon the 
third army before Arras ended in a 
bloody repulse Renewed efforts di- 
rected at the sides of the Amiens sal- 
ient against both the French and the 
British were subsequently repulsed 
with even greater loss. 


By the end of the first week in April 
the Germans were faced with the choice 


“They 


between a new Verdun operation with 


Amiens as the objective and a trans- 


fer of their attacks to the north. They 
chose the latter course with utmost 
celerity and the promptitude of their 
change suggested strongly that their 


strategy dt the outset had been based, 
mot upon one supreme blow between 
the Scarpe and the Oise, but upon a 
series of blows directed at the sev- 
eral British armies with the intention 
to exploit ahy local advantage to the 
utmost. 

In other words, the Germans may 
have intended to begin at the south 
and attack the several British armies 
one after the other with the hope that 
some local success against one army 
would open the way to a larger strate- 
gic possibility with respect of all the 
British armies. Thus, when their first 
hlow against the British fifth army 
well nigh overwhelmed it and opened 
a gap between the British and French 
forces, they sought at once to turn the 
local success into a decisive victory; 
but when they failed to accomplish 
this, and the margin by which they 
failed was slight, they turned to the 
north and struck the second British 
army, having already failed in their 
attacks against the third army, in the 
course of their first offensive. 

Possible German Plans. 

Military opinion differs as to wheth- 
er the foregoing was the real German 
purpose, or whether the Germans ex- 
pected and planned to break the con- 
mection between the French and the 
British and only turned north when 
they had been balked in their main 
purpose. But in either event their re- 
serves were so0 concentrated 
area back of the front facing the Brit- 
ish, that they were able to shift them 
as they chose. And it is plain that not 
all their reserves were used in the 
second ‘battle of the Bomme. 

The story of the appearance of Ger- 
man divisions is briefly told. On the 
western front they had, at the open- 
ing of their offensive, not more than 
190 divisions. Approximately 70 of 
these were needed to hold the line in 
the sectors not selected for the offen- 
sive. This left 120 divisions availabie 
for the offensive. Of these 40 were 
used against the third British army in 
the first attack and rather more than 


20 simultaneously against the third 
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British army. By the end of March, 
that is, on Easter Sunday, the French 
had officially reported the appearance 
of 82 German divisions in the offen- 
sive. A week later Lloyd-George an- 
nounced that the Germans had used 97 
divisions, not ysed them up, but put 
them into the fight. 
Available Hen Divisions. 

As Lioyd-George’s speech was made 
just at the close of the Somme fight- 
ing, it is fair to assume that the Ger- 
mans employed in all 97 divisions in 
this engagement, which would leave 
them some 28 divisions for use else- 
where, plus auch other divisions as they 
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— bring from the eastern front 
or from ifiterior points in Germany, but 
these latter could not, in the minds of 
allied military observers, exceed an- 
other ten. Of the 23 known to be on 
the western front, not less than 18 
were now promptly reported in the 
new engagement, which was to break 
out. 

The new sector chosen by the Ger- 
mans for attack was that between 
Ypres and La Bassee, that is, between 
the high ground just east of the French 
coal city of Bethune and the more fa- 
mous elevations south of Ypres and 
east of Bailleul, which were the scene 
of desperate fighting in ‘the first bat- 
tle of Ypres, and were retaken by the 
British last June in Plumer’s bril- 
liant offensive which was the opening 
act in the third battle of Ypres. These 
hills are known to military writers as 
the Messines ridge and to the “Tommy” 
as “White Sheet Ridge,” the latter 
name derived from the village of Wyte- 
schaete, north of Messines and south of 
Ypres. This ridge is the true key 
to the Ypres salient. 

Tepogrephical Details. 

Tro understand what occurred here, 
it is necessary to grasp a few details 
of the topography which explain the 
whole operation. The British line, 
when the engagement opened, stretched 
from north to south from the foot of 
the Messines ridge to the high ground 
near La Bassee and. west of Bethune. 
It ran across low ground, flat and in- 
tersected by many little streams and 
two more considerable’ rivulets, the 
Lawe and the Lys, which flowed north- 
east across the gap between the two 
ridges at Bethune and Messines. This 
‘was a famous sector, the scene of the 
tragic offensive of Neuve Chappelle 
and the even more tragic offensive of 
the British at Festubert in May, 1916. 
Since that time it has been a quiet cor- 
ner. 

The British held the eastern bank of 
both the Lys and the Lawe, at the 
south in Givenchy they faced La Bas- 
see, a few miles distant, and at the 
north their line curved outward around 
Armentieres, facing Lille, and then 
turned. westward through the famous 
“Plugstreet Wood” of the Tommy to 
Messines. The Germans were on the 
high ground to the east, the Aubere 
ridge, which is the key to ‘Lille, and 
they looked down upon the British and 
the Portuguese holding the trenches 
in the low ground east of the Lys. 
Behind the British flat land extended 
westward in a wide curve, like a great 
bay, touching the high ground at Mes- 
sines, at Bailleul, at Hazebrouck, which 
was the furthest west point of the 
bay and then at Aire and Methune, and 
finally at Givenchy. 

Larger Circumstances. 

If the British line were to be broken 
here it was natural to expect that it 
would bend backward in a semi-circle, 
thet is, that the British would rally 
as soon as their retreat touched the 
high ground and they gained the ad- 
vantage of commanding positions for 
their artillery and favorable slopes for 
their machine gun and rifle fire. And 
this was what did actually take place. 

Now, aside from the local considera- 
tions of the ground there were certain 
larger circumstances. If the Germans 
were able to break through on this 
front, where the British second army 
joined the first before Ypres and made 
contact with the third army before 
Arras, if ‘they were able to smash 
Horne’s second army, as they had 
smashed Gough's fifth army, then 4 
gap would open between the allied 
armieg in France and those in Belgium, 
exactly like that which had opened be- 
tween the British and the French along 
ithe Somme two weeks earlier. Such 
a gap would not only haye the same 
perils, but they would be more imme- 
diate. The reason for this is obvious. 
The distance from the German front 
line trenches south of Armentieres to 
Calais is hardly more than forty-five 
miles. Thus, if the Germans were able 
to drive their new wedge as deeply as 
they had driven their old one, they 
would approach the seacoast and 
threaten Calais, for their advance to 
the south had only been checked after 
they had covered thirty-five miles be- 
tween St. Quentin and the neighbor- 
hood of Amiens. 

The Shorter Distances. 

As they drove this wedge in alao 
they would be isolating the first Brit- 
ish army at Ypres and the Belgian 
army on the Yeer from the main mass 
of the British and French armies to 
the south. An advance of not much 
more than fifteen miles to Hagebrouck 
bees cut the railroads and highways 


on which Ypres, twenty miles to the 
north, depended for munitions and 
supplies since Ypres received its rein- 
forcements and all else from Calais. 
In a word, Hazebrouck, fifteen miles 
from the German front in this sector, 
had exactly the game importance that 
Amiens had had in the other sector, 
but Amiens had been forty-five miles 
away from the German line, when the 
second Somme began. 

The French and British had stopped 
the German drive toward Amiens just 
before it reached the city and fust in 
time to prevent the permanent separa- 
tion of the British and Freneh armies. 
But it was a matter of life and death 
jfor the British to check the new Ger- 
man drive in less than half that dis- 
tance. If they failed in this, one of 
two things was inevitable. Either there 
would be e great digaster and the Ypres 
and Yser armies would be isolated and 
taken in a super-Sedan, or they would 
be compelled to make a rapid retreat 
to the westward and stand on a new 
line before Dunkirk and Calais, aban- 
doning all the famous and hard-won 
positions that stretch from PasscelRen- 
daele to Messines on the east and south 
of Ypres and from Pilkem to Mercken 
on the north. King Albert would have 
to surrender Calais and Boulogne, the 
objectives of théir furious assaults of 

October and November, 1914. 

' The Pessible Result. 

Nor was this all; the peril of the 
British and Belgian armies to the 
north would be immediate and deadly, 
but there would be an- eventual and 
unmistakable danger for the armies to 
the south, for the third army, standing 
before Arras from Givenchy down ta 
Albert. South of Arras the first Ger- 
man attack had bitten deeply into the 
British position, and before Amiens. 
the Germans were far west of the lat- 
itude of Arras. If they could get 
Hazebrouck, with Bethune and Aire, 
they would be even further west rd 
“Arras on the north and the Arras pos 
tion om would become a lent, with 1 its 


i aden army peta Ba this, in its turn, 
1 oak complete the dislocation of the 
‘whole British front and start. it back- 
ward over the comparatively narrow 
strip between the front and the Chan- 
nel. 

Such were the local and the larger 
objectives of the German offensive 
which produced the battle of Armen- 
tieres. The Germans were attacking 
with the idea of taking Bethune, Haze- 
brouck and Baflleul, but the posses- 
sion of these towns was important only 


‘as it would lead to an immediate evac- 


uation of Ypres and the Yser front 
by the British and the Belgians, to a 
possible disaster to these armies in 
retreat, or even to a thrust forward so 
rapid as to prevent a retreat and bring 
about a super-Sedan. But all this was 
a detail in the even larger scheme, 
which was to destroy British military 
power, to dispose of Britain as Ger- 
many ha@ sought and failed to dispose 
of France at the Marne and at Ver- 
dun, and as she had disposed of Rus- 
sia, Rumania and Serbia and well nigh 
disposed of Italy at the Isonzo. 

April 9th saw the beginning of this 
great attack. Assailing the British 
front midway between Arméntieres and 
Givenchy and about the little hamlet 
of Laventie, exactly where a Portu- 
guese divisidn was holding the center 
of the second army, the Germans made 
& prompt breach in the British line, 
penetrated to the Lys and the Lawe and 
seized the crossings. Meantime,’ an- 
other thrust to the north had reached 
Messines, while a third had momentari- 
ly laid hands upon Givenchy. The Ger- 
mans had thus broken the center of 
the British second army and at the 
same time seized the high ground on 
both flanks, at points where the sec- 
ond army made contact witb the third 
and the first. So far, this was a rep- 
etition of the events to the south. 

The Situation Changes. | 

But the second and third days the 
situation changed. The British coun- 
ter attacked at Givenchy and at Mes- 
sines and retook the high ground at 
Both places. On the other hand the 
Germans were able to continue their 
advance in the center and their offen- 
sive began to resemble the flooding of 
all the low ground behind the British 
front, which I compared to a bay a 
moment ago. It was as if the British 
front had been a dike between Given- 
chy and Messines, which held out the 
sea from lands which were below its 
level and the sea had flowed in, filling 
all the lowland and was approaching 
higher ground. 

By Friday, April 12, five days after 
the attack, the Germans had driven at 
least ten miles forward, they had taken 
Armentieres and were within a mile of 
Bailleul to the north; they had passed 
Estaires and Merville and were far 
west of the latitude of Bailleul in the 
center, they were, in fact, at Merrie 
hardly more than four miles from 
Hazebrouck and its vital railroad and 
highways feeding Ypres. To the south 
they were less than two miles from 
Bethune, but they were again outside 
of Givenchy, end in the north the 
British clung to “White Sheet Ridge,” 
although they had Jost Messines with 
its forward slopes. 

The Artillery Pounds. 

You had then something that looked 
like a great big bite taken out of the 
allied front, this bite was the low 
ground, flooded by the German rush, 


but on the high ground all around the 
semi-circle the British ware holding 
out and their artillery was pounding 
the Germans in the valley. North and 
south the Germans, after the fall of 
Armentieres, were being held stiffly, 
they were in an awkward salient, 
which was becoming more and more 
awkward, as it deepened without wid- 
ening, but, on the other hand, they 
were almost at Bailleul and within 
easy striking distance of Hazebrouck, 
they were advancing astride the Lys, 
which is the historic route from the 
Flemish plain to the city of Calads, and 
they had already reached a point which 
made the stay of the British in the 
Ypres salient dangerous. 

It was at this moment that Field 
Marshal Sir Douglas Haig issued his 
stirring appeal to the British troops, so 
strangely reminiscent of Joffre’s ap- 
peal to the French armies which pre- 
ceded the battle of the Marne by a sin- 
gle day. The British were now, to use 
Haig's words, “fighting with their 
back to the wall,” the German advance 
was approaching the point at which 
it must be held if the northern armies 
were to stay in their pogitions with- 
out the risk of the super-Sedan. Thus 
the situation of March 26 at the Somme 
and before Amiens was almost exactly 
reproduced, and, for that matter, the 
situation at) Verdun on February 26, 
1916, at the moment when the French 
counter attacked and saved the city. 

A Second Crisis. 

For the second time in less than four 
weeks, then, the Germans had produced 
the gravest sort of crisis. Their of- 
fensive in the north has been far less 
successful, measured by distance gain- 
ed, by prisoners captured; they claim- 
ed 20,000 here where they had claimed 
70,000 in the same period at the Somme. 
They hed been firmly held on both 
flanks of the fifth army, as General 
Maurice, director of military opera- 
tions, pointed out, the distances in 
this northern section of the front were 
far more significant and the ten miles 
gained in the north had brought the 
Germans within four miles of Haze- 
brouck, the key point of the area, 
while a 85-mile advance to the south 
had only brought the Germans within 


10 miles of Amiens, which was er) 


as important as Hazebrouck. 

On the other hand, grave as was the 
situation disclosed in the newspapers 
of Saturday and Sunday, there was al- 
ready to be noted a distinct slackening 
of the German pace, which has never 
been as rapid as to the south. The 
very narrowness of front over which 
the Germans had broken through ham- 
pered their efforts to get forward at 
the center, because a)) their lines of 
communication were under the flank 
fire of the British at Wytschaete and 
at Givenchy. And it was against these 
two pivots that the Germans used their 
strongest numbers. , 

The Ferees Empleyed. 

As to the forces employed, they had 
used ninety-seven divisions in the sec- 
ond Somme, they were using thirty by

borates, permanganates, peroxides, ' 
phosphorus. 

“A license .is not required for smal] 
arms or shotgun cartridges, nor for 
phar- 
macopoeia solution, or in form of pills: 
or granules containing not more than 
one-fiftieth of a grain each; nor is one 
required for peroxide in solution.” 

The pamphlet containing the law re- | 
ceived by Mr. Fort has the following | 
admonition in the foreword: 

“If you manufacture or sell ex- 
plosives, see to it that they pass from 
you only to those who: have lawful 
need of them. If you use them, ... 
protect them well, from theft, in order 
that they may not be used for destruc- 
tive purposes.’ 

“Our enemies are not all in Europe, 
and it was as a weapon to be turned 
against those of them who are lurk- 
ing. here on our own soil that this 
law was created. They wear no uni- 
forms, and they do not fight us in the 
open; but they are here, plotting in va- 
rious ways to prevent the products of 
our mines and our factories and our 
forests and our farms from clothing 
and feeding and arming our own fight- 
ing forces and those of our allies.”

There remained ‘still the. great ques- 
tion as to whether Gemmany would 
gather up such resources as were lieft 
to her of partially: used divisions and 
seek to batter in the breach she had 
made in the north, or return to a new 
attack in the south.

But at least it seemed certain that 
not more than one blow more was left 
to the German. So far he has failed 
to destroy the British armies, to win a 


decisive victory, and there was still), 


the French army of manettver to deal 
with, which had not yet appeared. 

In spite of all his manifest. local 
gains and successes, far surpassing all 
allied expectations and past. precedent, 
the supreme victory was’ still. to be 
won, while the crest of his wave was 
manifestly passed. P 


The Battle of Armenticres. 

The story of the battle of Armen- 
tieres, from Monday to Saturday, is in 
the main, the story of a desperate and 
unsuccessful effort on the part of the 
Germans to increase, thgir gains and 
widen the salient into which they had 
thrust themselves in‘the first few days 
of their successful a > 

On the south, from . Givenchy to 
Bethune, and west on the Bethune to 
the high grpund north of the forest of 
Nieppe, they made no progress what- 
ever. Only at the north on the. hills 
between Bailleul and Messines did the 
Germans make appreciable progress and 
at no point was their gain more than 1 
mile forward. By taking Bailleul and 
the: Messines, Wytschaete ridge, how- 
ever, they determined the retreat of 
the British out of all the famous fight- 
ing ground won in the great offensive 
of last year. 

After the check on Saturday and 
Sunday, April 13 and 14, which sug 
gested that the German effort was at 
an end, a new convulsion resulted in 
the storming of Bailleul: on Monday 
and the taking of the Messines-Wyts- 
chaete ridge on Tuesday. Already the 
German advance south and below the 
Ypres sailent had compelled the Brit- 
ish to make preparations for a retreat. 
The fall of Bailleul on Monday settled 
the. question. In the next few hours 
the British drew back:-on the wide front 
from the flooded district of the Yser to 
the Menin road east of Ypres. Pas- 
schendaele, Langemarck and Zonne- 
eke were abandoned to the Germans— 
ground which had cost the British half 
a million in casualties last summer, not 
as a restit of a direct attack, but as 
a consequence of the advance of the 
Germans to the south of Hazebrouck. 

This advance had placed the Ger- 
mans close to the Hazebrouck-Ypres 
railroad and on the high grounds com- 
manding the communication by which 
Ypres and the troops east of Wpres 
were maintained. The loss of all the 
famous ground gained in the campaign 
of 1917 at Ypres, following the loss of 
all the other ground gained at. the 
Somme in 1917 was a shock and a dis- 
appointment: to the British public. 


Put Germans No Nearer Calais. 


It was an unmistakable evidence of 
battlefield success on the part of the 
Germans, but it had no decisive bearing 
upon the new conflict. It did not help 
the Germans to get nearer to Calais 
and it did extricate the British troops 
to the north from a difficult and dan- 
gerous situation. The successful retreat 
practically abolished the Germans’ 
chance of isolating the allied troops in 
Belgium from those in France. The Brit- 
ish has retired to a shorter front, re- 


—— tleasing more troops for immediate use. 


But the decisive event of this advance 
was the arrival on Wednesday of a 
French army west of Bailleul, barring 
the German roadway to Calais. Once 
more the French reserves had arrived 
in time to deprive the German of any 
major profit for an immediate and con- 
siderable local success. 

‘Bt the local success was incompati-: 
bly less than that felt two or three 
weeks before to the south. As against 
an advance of 35 miles the Germans 
had covered only 11. Where they had 
claimed $0,000 § prisoners about’ the 
Somme, they could count less than 20,- 
000 about the Lys river. Where they 
have broken the British fifth army, 
they had only bent the second. 

In all ways the battle of Armentieres 
was a smaller struggle than that of 
the second Somme. In it the Germans 
employed 28 divisions, whereas they 
had used 98 at the Sommé. They had 
not continued to pour new divisions 
mto the furnace here, nor had they 
made any, material -draft upon’ the 
troops to the south. 


Detail of General Plan. 


It is probably a mistake to think of 
the battle of Armentieres as a distinct 
engagement. More accurately it was 
a detail in the general German plan 
which contemplated an attack first to 
the south and then to the north and 
probably other attacks when checked. 
We are seeing one battle in the west 
with many phases. Two phases have 
been successfully passed by the allies, 
who have preserved their line intact 
and so far had prevented the German 
from realizing his main purpose, which 
was to destroy the British army, hav- 
ing isolated it from the French, and 
subsequently at Armentieres to de- 
stroy the northern portion of the An- 

lo-Belgian forces by isolating them 
rom the main British army in the 
south. o 

As it is now Foch has preserved his 
army of maneuver substantially intact, 
and on Friday the announcement was 
made that Italian troops were moving 
northward, presumably to replace in 
the army of maneuver French troops 
sent north to support the British at/| 
Armentieres. 

Mhe battle tm the west has. neither 
beem won by the Germans nor yet lost 

y the \allies. Unmistakably terrific 
fighting and severe crisis are still to 
come, but so far the German purpose 
to win the war by a single campaign 
has been blocked and he has sacrificed 
his best troops without achieving any 
decisive results, while the allies -still 
preserve their reserves against the day 
when they shall strike back.

EPISODE ONE—THE HIDDEN DEATH. 


Below the great oi] painting of Kaiser Wilhelm, in the Imperial German 
Embassy at Washington, a slightly wrinkled, nervous man sat at a massive 
desk, an almost obsolete German dictionary before him, his fingers running 
the pages, figuring out the numbers, then running them again, his lips repeat- 
ing the numerals of many a scattered sheet of paper before him, repeating, 
repeating, then matching up those numerals with the page numbers and word 
numbers of the old dictionary. 

‘Quite still the room was, except for the whirr of the pages and the slight 


crinkle of the many sheets of papers as he referred from one to the other. /. 


There was little need for reference, however, for every page bore the same 
numerals, the same messages written in strange conglomerations of numbers 
that were apparently meaningless—even to many of the persons who had 
brought or sent them to this wrinkled, nervous being who sat beneath the 
painting of the Kaiser. And reason enough—for those pages of numbers, 
those jumbled sequences of numerals, were nothing more nor less than the 
smuggled code messages by which Wilhelm Hohenzollern, Emperor of Im- 
perial Germany, sent his daily instructions via the great wireless at Nauen, 
Germany, to the man who directed his spider’s web of spy activity in the 
United States, Count Johann von Bernstorff, Imperial Ambassador!

—after we have done all we can do to 
keep things running smoothly. The 
point is that the Lusitania must be 
sunk!

It 
may make them stop and think awhile 
before they ship their goods to the al- 
lies, too—and that’s what we're after.”

nerve. After every engagemen big 
or little, these men go into the trenches 
or out upon the open field in search of 
the wounded. There is no place too 
hazardous, no risk too great for them 
to undertake—their orders are to get 
the wounded—and disobedience is un- 
known to them.”

Having some spare time, they helped 
out the local milkmen, who couldn't 
get male help. Mount Holyoke girls 
sold Liberty bonds to the value of 
$49,500 in the college in a one-week 
drive. Class rings, spreads, festivities 
of all sorts were given up and the 
money saved put into bonds,

VANCE THOMPSON’S NEW BOOK. 

Drink. A new and revised edition 
of “Drink and Be Sober,” by Vance 
Thompson, who also wrote that in- 
teresting book, “Eat and Grow Thin.”

And it was the immediate 
evil. While the young and fiery 
patriot brandished his sword, and 
shouted, ‘Let me lead the Britons!’ the 
old, old general out of a serious wis- 
dom said, “When the canteen is fifty 
leagues in olir rear, yes!’ 

It is in answer to many questions 
that are vital at this time that Vance 
Thompson has written, or revised his 
book on “Drink and Be Sober.” It is 
written for both men and women-—it 
is a problem that.everyone must face 
sooner or later—it is a personal prob- 
lem for the man and for the woman.

Ordnance Department Speed- 
| ing Up.

The war department has good reason 
to rejoice at the world records that are 
being rolled up by the small arms di- 
vision of the ordnance department. 
This branch of the government's vast 
war plant, under the direetion of Col- 
onel John T. Thompson, is now turn- 
ing out from 138,000 to 14,000 rifles a 
day. Ten months after war was de- 
clared America’s weekly production of 
rifles was four times as great as the 
weekly production in Great Britain in 
the tenth month of the world war and 
twice as large as the British produe- 
tion after two and a Rglf years of 
war. Colonel Thompson might have 
shown fast production records six 
months ago if he had consented to 
lower the standard for United States 
army rifles. Under fierce criticism, 
and acting on his intimate knowledge 
of American manufacturing possibili- 
ties, he held out with unfliching cour- 
age for a standardized rifle of the so- 
called “Springfield” and “modified En- 
field” type. The result is that Amer- 
ica’s soldiers are being armed with a 
weapon superior to English rifles in 
range, adaptability and immunity from 
‘“lamming,” and capable of from 30 to 
60 per cent greater quickness in ac- 
tion. Consequently, two men in the 
United States army can fire approxi- 
mately as many bullets in a given 
space of time as three men equipped 
with the British Enfield rifles that 
were available for our soldiers last 
summer. The American army now has 
on hand more than a million and a 
half rifles of the best quality in ex- 
istence. Cartridges for these rifles are 
being turned out at a rate of approxi- 
mately 250,000,000 a month.

At the grocery 
store we are paying for onions by the 
pound. One year ago we paid & cents 
for six. Forty-odd bunches can be 
made from 250 onions. ve you 
thought this over? 

Don't be a slacker. 

Plant a war garden and help us 
win the war. We must eat more ver- 
etables so we egn help Uncle Bam ship 
more meat and flour across to our 
boys at the front.
